X  HE  teeds  of  disoord,  from  which  sprang  the  wars  between  Richard  II. 
the  rirtl  hotues  of  York  and  Lancaster,  were  firat  sown  ìii  tlu-

For  such  a  piirpuee  be  is  well  aware  the  funds 
of  this  sodety  would  pnwe  înadequate ;  Imt  he  is  unwUling  to  beUere  tbat  ao 
MfçtÊâ  to  the  literary  puMic,  in  bẁüf  of  eo  deeirable  a  pnbUcation,  woold  b» 
nnansweren . 
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nirlMri  ll.reign  of  Ricfaard  II.  The  prímary  cauae  of  theae  bloody  wan 
u»j,  ta  MOM  meMnre.  be  found  in  the  weakneM  of  the  king, 
wbo  allowed  hiineelf  to  become  the  du{>e  and  prey  of  favoarite« 
who  took  an  undue  advantage  of  his  tender  age,  he  being  onlj 
eleven  jeam  old  when  he  ascended  the  throne.  They  had  ingnu 
tiated  thetnaelrea  into  his  favour  ;  and.  by  flattery  and  intrígue, 
fiiiMd  hi«  eonfidence  no  much  during  his  minoríty.  that  the  king 
rnJed  acoording  to  their  wills  and  capríce.  Thus,  by  their  iìì 
adrìaed  counsels,  they  led  him  into  the  commission  of  aeYeral 
ra^h  acts,  whereby  thc  Iove  of  his  subjects  was  daily  alienated 
from  him.  while  a  strong  and  {wwerful  opposition  was  raised 
against  his  ministers,  his  favourites,  and  himself. 

l^e  kiiig  waa  naturally  of  a  gentle  and  omiable  ili»|Ki.sition  ; 
and  waa  poMcaacd  of  a  spirit  noble  and  gcnerous.  But  these 
qualifications,  through  want  of  purental  care  and  proper  educa- 
tion,  proved  of  no  advantage  either  to  himself  or  to  the  nation. 
The  evil  habits  whìcb  be  contracted  during  his  minority,  and  in 
which  hc  was  indulged  by  his  farourites,  completely  unfitted 

lUclyutl  at-  him  fur  sovereign  power ;  so  that  when  he  attained  his  majority. 


j.^^  ond  took  the  reins  of  govemment  into  his  own  honds,  he  had 
Slsf,  1389.  neither  the  mind,  nor  the  resolutiou,  to  act  for  himself,  and 
independently  of  the  advice  of  those  whom  he  sufl^ered  to  mono* 
polise  his  favour  and  aflPections.  Those  favouríte8  had  but 
too  well  succeeded  in  poisoning  his  tender  mind,  and  filling  it 
with  prejudice  and  suspicion  against  his  real  wellwisbers,  who 
lomented  thc  thraldom  in  which  he  was  holden,  and  the  disrepute 
into  which  the  goi'crnment  of  the  kingdom  was  fast  sinking. 
He  therefore  never  lost  sight  of  those  whom  he  had  been  taught 
to  look  u])on  as  his  opponents,  until  by  intrigue  and  treacherj 
they  were  ensnared  and  murdered.  Among  the  wretched  auf~ 
ferers  from  his  tyranny,  was  his  own  uncle  Thomaa  duke  of 
Gloucester,  Hon  of  Edward  III.  That  prince  was  l)etrayed  into 
the  hands  of  the  earl  of  Nottingham,  who  took  him  under  his 
cuctody,  and  immediately  shipped  him  for  Calais.  There,  afier 
bcing  kept  •  cloae  prìaoner  for  aome  time,  he  waa  aecreUj 

Wlien  the  lung  had  racoeeded  in  his  dark  and  unnatund 
purpoaea ;  and  had,  as  he  thought,  triumphed  over  hia  suppoaed 
enemiea,  his  next  project  was  to  seat  hiroself  firmly  on  hîa 
tbrant.  With  this  view.  therefore.  he  liberally  oonferred  new 
hooimn  upon  divers  individuals,  hoping  by  so  doing  to  gain 
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their  affectíons,  and  to  render  tbem  the  more  constant  and  RidMml  II. 
faìthful  in  their  attachnient  to  his  person.  He  created  fìve 
dukes ;  among  whoni  were  Ilenry  earl  of  Derby,  ond  Thumas 
Aíüwbray  earl  of  Nottingliam.  The  former  was  made  duke 
of  Hereford ;  and  the  latter,  as  a  reward  for  the  8ervicea 
which  he  rendered  in  the  matter  of  the  duke  of  Gloucester, 
becarae  duke  of  Norfolk. 

When  the  king,  by  these   acts,  considered   himself  secure  Orígin  ìâ 
upon  his  throne,  a  circumstance  took  place  which  eventually  "**  "'^' 
hastened  his  approaching  fall.     ThÌ8  waH  a  quarrel  between  the  1398. 
dukes  of  NorfoIk  and  Hereford.     To  this  circumstancc  may 
be  attributed  tbe  actual  commencement  of  the  civil  wars,  which 
proved  nearly  fatal  to  the  best  interests,  if  not  to  the  very 
existence  of  the  country  ;  and  which  did  not  terminate  until 
the  year  1486,  by  the  marriage  of  Henry  VII.  with  the  princess 
£Iizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  IV.     If,  however,  the  ìnsur- 
rections  caused  by  pretenders  to  the  throne,  during  his  reign,  be 
taken   into  consideration,  those  wars  may  be  said  not  to  have 
reached  their  fìnal  period  until  the  death  of  Edward  Planta- 
genet    earl   of   \Varwick,    which    took    place    about    the    year 
1500. 

The  primary  cause  of  tlie  civil  wars,  as  we  have  already 
stated,  must  be  attributed  to  Richard's  misrule ;  for  that  it  wa& 
which  led  to  the  rupture  between  Hereford  and  Norfolk,  men 
ambitious  of  power,  between  whom  there  never  exÌ8ted  any 
real  attachment,  or  friendly  confidence.  The  changes  which 
prevailed  around  them,  and  from  which  they  were  not  exempt, 
tended  also,  most  materially,  to  set  at  variance  those  whom  a 
firm  government  would  have  united. 

The  particular  causes  which  gave  rise  to  the  quarrel  may  be 
summed  up  as  follows.  Hereford,  desirous  of  warning  the 
lcing  of  the  danger  that  threatened  him  and  the  nation,  by  his 
undervaluing  the  princes  of  the  blood  and  ancicnt  nobility,  and 
preferring  others  before  them,  who  were  new  upstart  favourite8, 
whoHe  mean  birth  and  baser  qualities,  Hcrviceable  neither  ìn 
peace  nor  in  war,  had  contracted  the  odium  and  contempt  of  the 
whole  kingdom, — made  known  his  apprehensions  to  Norf()Ik, 
whom  he  knew  to  be  one  of  Richard's  greatest  oonfidents ;  and, 
after  Rhowing  him  the  necetuity  that  there  waa  of  remonstrating 
with  the  king  on  thc  subject,  earnestly  requetted  him  to  do  so. 
Norfolk   undertook  the  tas^  ;    but  instead  of  delivering  the 
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BMbH^  II.OMM^  Mtlrfullj  w  he  had  prawwed»  he  to  miarepreoeBlod 
tbe  wlMile  •SBÙT,  tbet  he  ereeted  e  groiiiidle«  elann  io  the 
royel  mind.  The  king  aent  fbr  Herefbrd  to  gire  ecoottat  el 
hiê  eondact.  Ile  eeoordingly  went,  aad  waa  athered  tnto  the 
rojal  preseaoe,  where  he  met  Norfolh  ;  and  after  heariag  firooi 
his  nwjestT  tbe  rppretientationa  made  bjr  Norfbih,  lie  immedi* 
ately  gare  the  fuUest  coiurudiction  to  the  espressions  attribolaé 
to  bim,  and  ran  orer  tbe  conTemation  tbat  had  tak«i  fHmoe 
between  tbem.  He  said  tliat  he  liad  been  actuated  l^  ao  other 
motive  wbatcrer  tban  by  a  sense  of  dutj  to  lûs  ■ofareiga, 
aad  lore  fbr  his  country ;  but  finding  that  NorfoIk  still  per. 
serered  in  averring  tbat  wbat  ho  bad  related  to  tbe  king  was 
the  real  truth,  Hereford  gare  bim  "  tbe  lie,"  wbich  was  re> 
torted  by  Norfolk.  Hereford,  upon  tbis,  challenged  bim  to  a 
deadly  combat ;  wbich  tbe  other  accepted,  and  the  king  aU 
lowed,  assigning  Corentry  as  the  pUce  where  tbe  quarrel  shoold 
be  deeided.  When,  bowcTer,  tbe  time  fíxed  for  tbe  engage- 
laent  had  arrired,  and  the  parties  bad  met,  tbe  king,  by  adnee 
in  council,  in  order  to  prerent  tbe  sbedding  of  blood,  deter- 
Baaish.  mined  tbat  instead  of  fìghting,  tbey  sbould  both  be  banished 
"''°'*?-.  from  the  kingdnm ;  allowing  them  fìfteen  days  to  get  theBd- 
má  Nor>  selres  in  readiness.  Hereford  w;is  to  be  absent  for  tbe  space  of 
^"^  ten  years,  and  not  to  return  uiK>n  pain  of  deatb,  witbout  the 

hing's  special  license.  Tbis  term  of  banishment  was,  bowever. 
before  hia  departure,  conimuted  to  six  years,  in  conse^uence, 
it  is  said,  of  thc  respectful  nianni'r  in  which  he  took  leave  of 
tbe  king. 

Norfolk  was  exiled  during  life,  aud  his  lauds  were  mafie 
cated  ;  but  he  did  not  long  snrTÌre  bis  disgrace.     He  went  firat 
into  Oermany ;  and  tben  to  Veiiice,  wbere  in  a  short  time  he 
died  broken-bearted. 

Ilereford  went  orer  to  Franee,  and  was  bonourably  reoeived 

bjr  the  French  king.    But  be  had  not  been  abeent  many  montbs, 

before  bis  father,  the  duke  of  Lancastcr,  died.     On  his  deasiea 

the  crown  cLùmed  his  estetes^  wbicb  tbe  court  lawyers  deehuté 

to  be  forfdted. 

ThsWnfr        At   this  períod    Richard   undertooh   an   expedition   agaiiiat 

CS,*A.'d    ''^'■"^'  ***  •▼engc  the  death  of  Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  Mardi, 

139^  lord  lieutenant  nf  Ireland,  wbo  bad  been  slain  there  bjr  tha 

rebcls.     Herefnrd,  now  duke  of  Lancaster,  took  adTaatage  ot 

Richard's  absenee.    By  the  eoacimetioe  of  fbrtuaate  cireuB- 
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be  WM  «nabled  to  land  at  Rarenspur,  in  Yorltithire.  in 
tbe  montb  of  Julr,  1399.  and  in  the  Heptember  following  to 
succeed  in  deposing  Richard.  He  >vas  accordingly  prodaimed 
king,  by  the  title  of  Henry  the  Fourth.  Heury  IV. 

Tbua  Henry  ascended  the  throne,  and  hia  right  to  it  was 
uever  dìsputed  by  any  members  of  the  house  of  York  ■ ;  neither 
had  his  son,  Henry  V',  any  thing  to  fear  from  that  quarter,  if  we  Ueory  V. 
except   tbe  conspiracy  that  was  formed   by   Richard,  earl  of 
Cambridge,  witb  the  view  of  recovering  for  his  brother-in-law,  The  oonspi. 
the  eari  of  March,  his  right  to  the  crown  of  England.     That  "[J' °J^  *** 
schenie  was,  however,  speedily  detected  ;   and  Cambridge,  toge-  Cambridfe 
tber  with  the  other  conspirators,  was  tried  and  executed  witbout'"  '♦'5* 
delay. 

On  the  death  of  Henry  V,  his  son,  then  only  nine  months  Henry  VI. 
old,  succeeded  to  the  tbrone  by  the  title  of  Henry  VI.     In  his.í'  Auguít,

Umuj  VI.  hmá  been  aowii  io  tb«  rdgn  of  Richard  II.,  produced  so  abttih> 
daot  an  hanrett,  that  laurwljr  •  famíly  in  tbe  wbole  Uingdoin 
caeaped  froni  tbe  direfnl  eflecta  of  tbe  deaoUtion  whtcb  enaued. 
80  tnrbulent  indeed  were  tboae  timea,  tbat  bistory  han,  in  a 
great  maasure,  tbrown  a  mantle  orer  tbe  bloody  aoenee;  snd 
ahrouded  them  from  thc  %'iew  of  po»teritj.  It  ìr,  therefore,  from 
the  deaire  of  Uirowing  sonie  light  on  those  tiiiK>H,  that  tbe 
RoTAL  Cymmbooobion  Socibtt  baa  publÌAbetl  the  present 
rolume ;  from  wbicb  may  be  gleaned  sonie  brief  hut  valuable  in. 
formation,  of  tbe  part  which  leading  influential  cbaracters  among 
tbe  Welsh  nation  took  in  the  civil  conflicts.  Of  these  tbe  bard 
bimaelf  was  not  an  inactive  sjiectator ;  for  be  was  but  too 
•nooeiafal,  in  several  instances,  in  lcindling  into  a  flame  tbe 
lateiit  Hparbs  of  braverj,  wbich,  had  it  not  been  for  his  spirít- 
stirring  pocms,  would  in  all  probabilitj  have  lain  dormant  in 
tbe  boaom  of  its  posecMor.  It  appears,  bowerer,  from  bis 
compositions,  that  be  was  actiiated  by  no  fixed  political  prîn- 
ciples,  nor  by  any  genuine  attachment  to  either  of  tbe  con- 
tending  parties.  To  him  it  was  a  mattcr  of  indifl^erence 
whether  the  houHC  of  York  or  tbat  of  LancoMter  should  fìnally 
triumph.  IIis  hitter  and  rancorous  hatred  toward  the  whole 
of  the  English  nation,  as  exhibited  in  his  poems,  was  so  deep- 
rooted,  that  hc  cared  not  in  the  least  by  whom  the  kingdom 
were  governed,  if  the  8overeign  must  Iie  an  Engli.Hhman. 
Mindful,  perhaps,  of  the  late  untoward  struggle  and  defeat  of 
Owain  GIyndyvrdwy,  as  well  as  of  many  other  of  the  native 
prínces  before  the  time  of  Owain,  be  rejoiced  at  thc  thougbt 
that  the  English  were  now  at  war  among  themselres.  When 
therefore  be  raised  the  battle-cry  in  his  poems,  he  was  actuate<i, 
no  doubt,  by  a  strong  desire  of  widening  the  breacb  wbich 
then  unhappily  etisted  ;  for  by  that  circumstance  be  tboof^t 
there  niight  l>e  a  chance  that  some  one  or  other  of  his  own 
nation  would  be  enabled  to  ríse  into  eminence  in  tbe  atate,  if 
not  eventually  to  wield  the  sceptre  of  government.

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was  present  a  noted  soldier  called  Gwil^rm  Gwent,  whoae  name  lleniy  VI. 
should  not  be  nnnoticed ;  for  on  that  occasion,  the  well  lcnown 
Matthew  Gongh  owed  the  pre8ervation  of  his  life  to  him.     Tbe 
circumstance  is  tbus  recorded  by  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi :  *

Gwilym,  Iike  his  friend  Matthew  Gough,  was  a  warm  Lan- 
cactrian.  The  valour  ithich  he  dispiayed  in  Uie  wars  with 
France,  as  well  as  tbe  uprigbtness  of  bis  character,  i»  beautifuUy 
depicted  by  our  bard. 

But  to  proceed.  Soon  after  the  loss  of  France,  symptoms  of 
discontcnt  b^an  to  manifest  themselyes  throughout  England. 
The  people  were  loud  in  their  outcries  against  the  govem. 
ment ;  and  attributing  the  loss  of  their  foreign  possessions  to 
the  mal-admìnistration  of  the  ministers,  they  turned  their 
attention  to  the  claims  of  tbe  duke  of  York  to  the  throne.  It 
was  about  this  timc  that  Jack  Cade,  an  Irishman,  a  man  of  Jack  C»Aêí. 
mean  and  obscure  origin,  but  of  a  bold  and  daring  spirit, 
aasumed  the  name  of  Jobn  Mortimer,  at  the  instigntion,  it 
is  supposed,  of  the  partizans  of  the  duke  of  York.  He  repre- 
sented  himself  to  be  the  son  of  sir  John  Mortimer.  who  had 
been  sentenced  to  death  by  parliament,  and  executed  in  tbe 
beginiiiiig  of  this  reign.  At  the  mention  of  that  popular  name, 
tbe  common  people  of  Kent,  to  the  number  of  30,000,  âocked 
to  Cade's  standard  :  but  the  rebellion  ended  in  the  death  of 
ita  instigator,  who  was  captured  in  a  garden  by  a  gentleman 
of  Su»«ex,  and  killed  on  the  spot. 

While  these  proceedings  were  going  on  in  Enghuid.  Richard  l>uke  <•!' 
duke  of  York  was  in  Ireland,  whither  he  had  been  sent  to  í  *J*_|j" 
quell  a  rebellion.  Here,  as  already  in  France,  he  gaìned 
great  reputation  for  wisdom,  moderation,  and  valour.  Hia  fame 
for  these  quaIifications  soon  spread  far  and  wide ;  and  hin  friends, 
in  oonJiequence,  bc>gan  now  to  entertain  strong  and  iianguine 
bopca  of  seeing  hiin  one  day  placed  on  the  HritÌHh  throne.  And 
the  imlM^nlity  of  the  king,  bis  utter  incapacity  to  govem,  •nd 
the  faetion,  discontent.  and  rel>elIion  with  which  he  was  en. 
vironed,  seemed  to  warrant  such  an  expectatioii.

An  expedìtion  to  Franoe  wm  undertalcen,  at  the  head  of  Ifenry  VI. 
which  was  the  veteran  John  lord  Talbot ;  but,  on  its  failure,  the  F.spedition 
English  at  bome  e^pressed  the  highest  possible  discontent,  and^  5*"** 
threw  all  the  blame,  without  any  just  reason,  on  the  ministry. 
The  ferment,  at  this  tiine,  was  so  grcat  throughout  the  country, 
that  the  queen  and  her  party,  íìnding  that  they  were  unable  rhike  of 
to  contend  with  York,  sent  Somerset  to  the  Tower  ;   and  the  pJ^J^JJ^® 
king  being  seised  with  one  of  his  iìts  of  sickness,  York  was 
made  prutector  of  the  kingdom.     The  fuUowing  year,  the  king 
was  suHiciently  recorered  to  resume  the  reins  of  government. 
One  of  his  first  acts  was  to  revoke  York's  appointment,  and  Depoaed. 
reinstate  Somerset,  who  was  now  relcased  froui  the  Tower. 

The  duke  of  York  again  retired  into  the  marches  of  Wales; 
where  with  the  assistance  of  Salisbury,  Warwick,  lord  Cobliam, 
and  others  of  his  friends,  he  raised  a  powerful  army';  at  thc 
head  of  which  he  marched  toward  London.  The  king,  on  being 
apprised  of  his  approach,  led  also  an  army  toward  St.  Alban's, 
aooompanied  with  the  dukes  of  Sumerset  aiid  Buckingham,  the 
earls  of  Stafibrd  and  Northumbcrland,  lord  Cliffbrd,  and  many 
otber  persons  of  distinction.  Here  on  the  following  day  a  Fim 
battle  took  place,  in  which  ihe  Yorkists  proved  victoriou8.  g  *  /..     , 

Richard  was  now  again  declared  protector  ;   and  soon  earned  May  33,

Bttt  the  queen,  in  course  of  time,  from  a  spirít  of  jealousy,  Vork  again 

arisiug  out  of  fear  that  her  own  son,  Ed^yard»  prince  of  Wales,  ^"^^^^- 

niiglit  in  the  event  of  the  king's  death  be  deprived  of  his  right 

to  the  throne,  entered  into  a  conspiracy  agninst  Ricbard's  life, 

and  the  liyes  of  the  earls  of  Salisbury  and  Warwick.  Under  pre- 

tence  of  benefíting  the  king's  health,    but  in   reality  with   a 

view  to  thc  destruction  of  those  noblemen,  she  caused  the  court  The  court 

to  be  removed  to  Corentry.     When  Richard  and  his  ^riends /T^  ** 

were  proceediog  to  court,  they  by  some  meaiis  discovered  what 

the  (|ueen's  real  intentions  were  ;   whereupon  Richard  retired 

to  Wigmore ;   Salisbury  to  his  castle  of  Middleham,  in  York-  rhike  of

The  duke  reinaiiied  quiet  at  his  csistle  :    whích  the  kiiig  andcastle. 

hÌM  adhercnts  percciving,  deemed   it  advÌHuble  to  makc  prof- 

fera  of  reconciliation  to  l^him,  and  his  fríends;  esp<>cially  as

the  king  and  queen,  to  St.  Paul'»  cathedral. 

Not  long,  ho\vever,  after  that  ceremony  had  taken  pUce.  the 
foUowing  circunistance  occurred,  which  ended  in  tbe  parties 
being  »et  again  at  variance.     One  of  the  king's  retinue  baring 

Fradi  qusr.  insulted  an  individual  belonging  to  that  of  the  earl  of  Warwich. 

*•*■•  their  companions  on  both  »ide«  took   part  in  the  quarrel;    a 

fierce  combat  ensued :  the  earl  apprehended  his  Hfe  to  be  aimed 
at :  he  fled  to  his  goremment  of  Calais ;  and  botb  parties,  in 
every  county  o(  England,  made  preparations  for  deciding  tbe 

Btaátat     contest  by  arms.       Hence  followed  the  battle  of  Blorehcath. 

Wow'»«"»hi  The  Lancastrians  were  beaded  by  lord  Audley,  wbo  feU  in  the 

»4S9^*'^  engagement ;  and  the  Yorfcists  by  tbe  earl  of  SaHsbury.  The 
latter,  after  obtaining  a  complete  victory,  reached  the  peneral 
reudezvouH  of  the  YorkÌ8ts  at  Ludlow. 

Dulwor  After  thi»  Ijattlc,  the  duke  of  York  took  an  open  anil  ...;..» 

York  ool.  part  against  the  exÌ8ting  government.  His  pretensions  to  tbe 
crown  were  no  longer  concealed.  He  accordingly  coUected  a 
vast  army,  consisting  principally  of  Wel»h  and  north-country 
men  ;  and  being  joined  by  the  earl  of  Warwick  at  the  bead  of 
his  troops  from  Calai»,  he  remained  in  the  marches  of  Wales, 
not  fsr  from  Ludlow;  where  bc  determined  to  await  bis  ene- 
miea,  or  to  meet  them  if  tbey  came  forward. 

Tbe  king,  wbo  wa»  well  convinced  of  the  duke'8  real  motivea, 
marched  against  him  witb  hi»  army,  intending  to  give  him  battle. 
Whrn  iMth  armies  were  in  sigbt  of  eacb  other,  sir  Andrew 
Trollop',  at  the  bead  of  the  veteran»  who  had  acoompanied  him

The  earl  of  Warwick,  by  his  unwearied   perse^erance,  and 

from  the  splendid  success  that  attended  his  eíforts  during  hU 

stay  at  Calais,   found   himself  the  next  year   in   condition  to 

attempt  a  landing  in   England  ;    which  he,   with  the  earl  of 

Salisbury  and  the  earl  of  March,  effected  on  the  coast  of  Kent. 

Being  met  there  by  lord  Cobham,  and  other  persons  of  dis- 

tinction,  he  marched  to  London ;  and  thence,  his  troops  daily 

increasing,   he   advanced   to  meet  the   royal   army  which   was 

hastening  from  Coventry  to  attack  him.     They  met  and  fought  The  battle 

at  Northampton,  where  the  royalists  were  defeated,  and  the  °  ^o™»-

king  was  made  prisoner.  lo  July, 

When  the  queenl»  heard  that  the  king  was  taken  prisoner,  '+^- 
she  retired  to  Durham  ;    but  not  thinking  herself  safe  there, 
she  then.    together   with   her  son  and  eight  persons,    fled  to 
Harddlech  castle^  in  Meirionethshire :   whence  afterward  she 
went  to  Scotland. 

The  state  of  the  country  was,  at  this  time,  awfully  turbulent ; 
a  portentous  crisis  appeared  inevitable.  The  king,  aware  of  the 
danger  that  threatened  him,  caused,  on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1^60. 
letters^  to  be  written  to  the  constables  of  Beaumaris,  Conway, 
Flint,  Hawardin,  Holt,  and  Ruthin,  commanding  them  to  pro- 
vide  for  the  security  of  those  places ;  also  to  Jasper  Tudor  earl 
of  Pembroke,  assuring  him  of  thc  king'8  belief  in  the  loyalty  of 
Richard  duke  of  York,  and  commanding  him  to  deliver  Denbigh 
Castle  to  the  duke's  deputy ;  and  Iikewise  to  the  lord  Powyg  to

The  duke,  provoked  by  the  queen's  challenge, 

TIm  iMUtls  rÌHked  an  engagement ;  and  the  battle  was  fought  near  Wake- 

î|^y^*rfj|   field.     IIis  army  was  ranquished ;  he  was  slain ;  and  hb  son, 

Dae.  1460.  the  earl  of  Rutland,  was  put  to  death  after  the  battle.     The 

Duke  at      earl  of  Salisbury,  with  sereral  others,  was  taken  prisoner  and 

^  ork  ilain.  gg^j  ^  Pomfìret.  where  they  were  beheaded ;  and  their  heads, 

together  with  that  of  the  duke,  being  fixed  on  poles,  were 

placed  orer  the  gate  of  the  city  of  York. 

The  duke  of  York  left  three   sons,   Edward,  George,  aildí 

Richard ;  and  three  daughtent,  Anne,  Elisabeth,  and  Margaret. 

Edwani  Edward  earl  of  March,  the  eldest  son,  wsis  at  Oloocester 

itf  i^        when  he  received  the  intelligence  of  his  father's  death.      Upon 

fllowíMiUi    hearíng  the  news,  he  removed  to  .Shrewsbury,  and  other  towns 

upon    the    river  8evern ;    declaring,   whererer    hc   went.   the 

murder  of  his  father.  thc  jeopardy  of  himself,  the  unstable 

state   the   government  was   in,    and   with    what    ruin    it    was 

threatened.     His  appeal  was  not  in  vain  > ;  for  the  people  in 

the  marches  of  Wales  were  firmly  and  faithfully  attached  to 

the  hoose  of  Mortimer ;  so  that  he  soon  found  himself  at  the 

C^oOacuaii  head  of  an  army  of  33,000  mcn,  ready  to  go  against  the  queen, 

"""^'  and  the  murderero  of  hÌH  fìither.     But  when  he  was  preparing 

to  proceed,  news  was  brought  to  him  that  Josper  Tudor  earl  of 

Pcmbroke,  and  James  Butler  carl  of  Ormond  and  Wiltaliire, 

haá  •■•embled  together  •  great  number  both  of  WcUh  and  Irish 

people*  in  order  to  stirprise  ond  takc  boUi  him  and  his  friends, 

and  tben  bring  them  in  triumph  to  the  queen.     After  receiving 

this  inttmation,  he  fearlessly  marched  against  them  ;  aod  met

them  at  ^lortimer's  Cross,  in  Herefordshire ;  where  an  engage-  llenry  VI. 
ment  t»ok  place,  in  which  the  royalists  were  defeated  with  the  B«ttle  of 
luss  of  3,800  men.     The  earl  of  PembroUe  escaped  by  '^'g^' í  Cro«,u6i 
but  his  father,  sir  Owen  Tudor,  was  taken  prisoncr,  and  imme- 
diately  beheaded  by  Edward's  order.    Among  those  who  fell  on 
Edward's  side  was  Griffith  ab  Nìcholus,  of  Newton. 

We  will  here  give  a  short  account  of  Grifiìth  ab  Nicholas. 
He  was  originally  a  Lancastrian  ^^  and  was  goremor  of  Kilger- 
ran  castle  under  Henry  VI ;  but  was  índuced,  by  the  following 
circumstances,  to  change  sides.  Jasper  earl  of  PembroUe  covet- 
ing  the  governorship  «f  the  castle,  at  this  time  holden  by  Grif- 
fíth.  used  all  the  interest  which  he  and  his  brother  Edmund,  earl 
of  Richmond,  •  possessed  with  Henry  VI.  to  have  him  super- 
seded.  This  attempt,  on  the  part  of  Jasper,  so  cxas])erated 
Grifiith,  that  he  never  forgot  the  insult.  When  «nRichard 
duke  of  York  was  appointed  protector,  on  the  YorkÌ8ts  gaining 
the  battle  of  Northampton,  he  sent  commissioners  to  diffcrent 
parts  of  the  kingdoni,  with  power  to  arrest  and  punish  all 
persons  guilty  of  misdemeanour  against  the  laws  of  the  realm. 
AmoDg  such  persons  was  Griffith  ab  Nicholas",  who,  on  a  former 
occasion,  had  \nthhoIden  from  the  dukc  of  York  some  land  in 
Herefordshire ;  and  had  refused  to  obey  the  sherifTs  warrant, 
then  issued  against  him ;  and  now,  in  addition,  had  committcd 
sereral  depredations  in  the  marches.  When,  therefore,  Griffith 
lieard  of  the  fresh  storm  that  was  brewing  against  him,  hc  lost 
no  time  in  breaking  off  with  the  court ;  and,  by  tendering 
his  services  to  the  duke,  which  were  readily  accepted,  to  sup- 
port  the  claims  of  the  house  of  York  to  the  throne,  he  escaj^ed 
the  threatened  punishment.  He  was  fuithful  to  his  promise  ; 
for,  on  the  death  of  the  duke  at  Wakefìeld,  he  united  his  forces

The  diike  of  Vork,  who  had  eacaped  to  Irriand,  retumed  in  conse<|uenoe  of 
the  rictory  gained  at  Northampton  mer  Uie  king's  anny;  and  landed  at 
CÌMster.     From  thanca  be  proceeded  to  the  diflerent  towna  ■•  above  auted.

Hie  duke  of  Vork,  efter  he  had  receÌTed  his  commÌMÌoiM 
from  the  king,  appcars  to  hare  uned  the  power  entrusted  to  bim 
principally  for  the  furtherance  of  his  own  ainbitious  vie<r».  Thís 
we  jadge  to  have  been  the  case,  not  only  from  his  conduct  with 
respect  to  GrifBth  ab  Nicholas,  in  his  proceedings  against  whnni 
he  had  aome  justice  on  his  side ;  but  from  a  poem  addreased  to 
Rice  ab  J<»hn,  <if  Aberpergwm**;  and  from  iinotlirr  Xn  Ilenry  ab 
Owilym  P ;  both  of  whom  were  stauncli  Lancastrians.  and, 
•ooording  to  the  solemn  attestation  of  the  poets  here  referred 
to,  innocent  of  the  charges  preferred  against  them.  Rice  ab 
John,  howover.  made  a  manly  and  succeMful  resistance  against 
the  commis.HÌonerti ;  for  when  tlu>y  came  to  arrest  him,  they 
were  compelled  by  him,  with  the  assistanoe  of  his  adherents, 
to  make  a  hasty  retreat.  There  is  also  a  poem,  by  lorwerth 
Vynglwyd,  dated  A.  D.  1460,  addressed  to  him  ;  in  which  the 
poet  writes  in  anticipation  lioth  of  his  arrest,  and  of  the  confis- 
cation  of  his  lands.  It  is  an  excellent,  and  well  written  poem^ 
and  contaíns  a  graphic  deacription  of  the  sad  state  of  aiTairs,  as 
well  as  a  noble  vindication  of  Rice  ab  John. 
SseoMl  But  to  return  to  our  narrative.     Margaret  compensated  the 

gc/TlUui*  •^*^**'  sustained  by  the  royalists  at  Mortimer's  Cross,  by  a 
a^th  Feb.  victory  which  she  obtained  over  the  earl  of  Warwicfc  at  St. 
M'»»-  Alban's ;  but  she  made  no  great  ndvnntage  of  this  victory.    For 

Edwardl,  who  was  thcn  in  Gloucestershire,  hearing  of  the  dis. 
■ster,  advnnced  against  her  ;  and  meeting  with  the  earl  of  War- 
wick  and  the  remaitu  of  his  arniy,  at  Chipping-Nurton,  in  Ox- 
fordshire,  was  soon  in  cotidition  to  give  her  battle  with  superior 
force.  Preriously  to  his  meeting  with  Warwick,  Edward  had 
in  his  train  Walter  Devereux,  William  Ilerbert,  John  Wenloch, 
WiIIiam  IIiuitingN,  and  others  from  the  nmrches  of  Wales,  with 
an  army  of  8,000  men,  Whcn  the  queen  heard  this,  sensible 
of  her  danger  while  she  lay  between  the  enemjr  and  the  city 
of  Loodon,  where  nhe  now  had  Imt  few  if  any  fríends,  she 
rrtrcsted  to  the  north.  Kdward  entered  the  capital  amid  the 
•eeluMtiuua  of  tbe   dtÌBens ;    and   took   up  his  ri'sidence  at

Baynard's  Castle :  where,  on  the  ^d  day  of  March,  George  Edw.  IV. 
Nerill  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  bishops  of  Salisbury  auid 
Exeter,  John  dulce  of  Norfolk,  Richard  earl  of  Warwiclc,  WiL. 
liani  líi'rbert,  with  many  others,  held  a  coundl ;  when  it  was 
unaniiiuiiisly  agreed  u|K)n,  to  bestow  the  crown  of  England  on 
Eidward  dulce  of  Yorlc :  accordingly,  on  the  following  day.  he 
wa«  proclainied  king  by  the  title  of  Eoward  tub  Füuhth.        Edward 

Qaeen  Margaret  having  retired  among  her  own  partisans  in  ^j^  .^ 
the  North,  in   a  short   space  of  time  collected  an   army  ofMarch, 
60,000  men.      Edward   and    the  earl  of  Warwck  hastened,  '"* 
Hnth  an  army  of  40,000,  to  check  her  progress. 

The  armíes  met  at  Towton,  a  village  in  Yor^shire  ;  a  fierce  Batüe  of 
and   blüody  battle  ensued,   in   which   the   Lancastrians   were  ,(!^*j"^ 
defeated.    After  the  battle,  Jasper  Tudor*  went  to  Ireland,  in  u^i. 
order  to  prt>cure  further  assistance.  The  qaeenb  fled  to  Scotland, 
and  thence  to  France. 

On  the  29th  day  of  June,  Edward  <^  was  crowned  at  West-  Edw&rd 
minster  with  the  usual  solemnities ;  and  he  shortly  afterwards  ^^*)^ 
created  his  brother  Geoi^,  duke  of  CJarence,  and  his  brother  EngUnd, 
Richard.  dake  of  York.  '  "♦^ '  • 

In  October  of  this  year  we  find  Edward  master  of  all  England 
and  Wales**,  except  Harddlech  Castle,  which  did  not  surrender 
until  the  year  1468. 

In  parliament*^  assembled,  on  the  4th  of  November,  the  title 
of  Edward,  by  hereditary  descent,  through  the  family  of  Mor- 
timer,  was  recognised.     Our  bard',  alluding  to  this  fact,  traces

I\  HiiwanÌH  (imcciit  troin  lẁ»jí»r  .Woniiner;  and  frotn  Gwladiu 
l)du,  daughtcr  to  Llywt>lyn  thc  aon  of  lorwertli,  prínM  of 
Nortli  Wal«fs  in  thc  reign  of  Richard  1.;  tlierehy  thowing  to 
tbe  Welah  nation  that  Edward  had  a  fair  claim  to  their  rapport, 
•t  lcast  on  the  ground  of  connanguinity.  It  is  from  this  cauae, 
and  froni  thc  grent  influence  which  the  mnk  nnd  wealth  of 
Richard  duke  of  York  had  obtained  for  him,  over  his  leaa 
wealthj  yet  powerfiil  neighlwurs  surrounding  hia  castlea  of 
Wigmore  and  Ludlow,  that  we  cnn  account  for  the  deacendanta 
of  sir  David  (iam  enlisting  themseh'es  under  the  banner  (^  the 
hooae  of  York.  Sír  David  himself  fought  and  died  for  the 
hooae  of  Lancaster.  Even  hÌH  own  countryman,  Owain  Glyn< 
dyvTdwy,  oould  not  draw  him  oside  from  his  íidelity  to  that 
houae.  Yet  hia  grandaons,  sir  WiUiam  and  sir  Richard  lier- 
bertf.  with  8everal  of  their  rclatives,  became  the  unflinching 
adi'ocates  of  the  house  of  York  ;  and  by  their  courage  in  battle. 
as  well  as  by  their  advice  in  council,  they  became  greatly  instrii- 
mental  in  placing  Edward  on  the  throne.  Both  sir  WiUiam 
and  his  brother  were  brave  and  high-spiríted  men,  of  noble  and 
powerful  connexions  iii  the  country ;  ond,  livii]g  in  princely 
mansions,  they  gave  to  their  guests  and  adberents  princely  en- 
tertainments.  They  had  not  only  their  harpers  to  enliven  their 
festivities,  but  also  their  bards,  who  sang  their  praises,  extoUed 
their  valour,  and  recordcd  their  deeds.  At  this  time  the  Welsh 
bards  had  a  kind  of  magical  influcnce  over  the  minds  of  the 
peasantry ;  and  the  daring  warríor  rcjoiced  to  have  thcm  on  his 
•ide,  to  assist  him  in  mustering  his  army,  and  in  stiniuluting  it 
with  courage  in  the  day  of  battlc. 

But  to  procced.     Queen  Margarct  during  her  retirement  in 

Frano!  was  not  inactive  ;  for  she  succeeded  in  obtaining  aìd 

from  LewÌH  XI..  and  was  again  enabled  to  take  the  fleld,  and 

Battfe  oí     makc  an  inroad  into  Englond.   Ilcr  army  was,  however,  defeated 

i.ah  iu'y,  ■'  Hexham,  on  the  i^th  of  May,  by  lord  Montaguc,  brother 

1463-  to  the  carl  of  Warwick.     Aftcr  this  battlc.   king  Edward,  in 

order  to   be   near  thc  placcs  which  were  disaflfcctcd  towards 

him,  took   up   his   quarters  at   Durham^.      Whìle   there,   he 


tËmtír  JHriá  Omm'»  pcdifree,  (adng  p.  i.

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reoeired   int^lligence  that   the  CMtles   of  Alnwick,    Dnnstan-  Edw.  IV. 
iMrottgh,  and  Uamborough  had  been  talcen ;  and  that  they  were 
now  in  his  poMession. 

Wìlliam  Ilerbert,  according  to  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi ',  and  others, 
dlgBaliied  himself  greatly  while  with  the  king  in  his  expedition 
to  the  north.  We  also  learn  from  our  bard  ^  that,  prenous 
to  this  northem  expedition,  he  had  gained  great  celebrity  in 
«Idending  the  southem  coasts  of  England  against  insurgents,  m 
w«ll  M  against  the  French,  who  were  continiially  hara<«ing 
thoM  parta.  It  wm  in  the  south  of  England,  as  we  leam  from 
Gutto  'r  Glyn  I.  that  he  fírst  established  his  fame  m  a  warrior. 
His  words  are  these : 

Ei  glod  ar  hyd  Owlad  yr  Bar, 
A^  om  gynt,  a  tu  gyntar. 

Edward  after  his  success  in  the  north  Iived  in  the  niost  fami-  The  king 
liar  and  social  manner  with  his  subjects,  until  his  marriage  "**'Tîf^ 
with  the  lady  Elizabeth  Grey,  daughter  of  sir  Richard  Wood-  1464. 
YÌlle,  and  widow  of  sir  John  Grey,  of  Groby  near  Leicester, 
who  fell  in  the  second  battle  of  St.  Alban's.  At  the  time  when 
the  marriage  took  place,  the  earl  of  Warwick  was  at  Paris, 
wbcre  he  had  been  dispatched  to  demand  Bona  of  Savoy,  sister 
to  the  queen  of  France,  in  marriage  for  the  king.  His  pro- 
poaals  were  accepted ;  the  treaty  was  fully  concluded ;  and 
nothìng  remained  but  the  ratification  of  the  terms  agreed  on, 
and  the  bringing  over  the  princess  to  England.  Wlien  War- 
wick,  who  was  stiU  in  France,  heard  of  the  king's  marriage.  he 
WM  inflamed  with  rage  and  indignation.  He  did  not  however, 
on  his  return,  m  is  represented  by  Hume  and  others,  retire 
immediately  from  court ;  althongh  he  deemed  himself  affronted, 
both  by  being  employed  in  this  fruitleM  n^ociation,  and  by 
being  kept  a  stranger  to  the  ^ing's  intentions.  It  wm  not  until 
he  had  been  employed  again  in  a  similar  fruitless  negociation, 
in  1 467,  for  Edward's  sister,  Mai^aret  of  York,  that  he  broke 
off  from  the  court.     Sometime,  however,  before  he  took  this

poralyM  hu  influence  at  court.  The  king's  retignation  of  bim. 
•elf  to  the  couniiels  of  the  queen's  relatires,  nnd  tbe  gradnal 
r«moval  of  confidonce  froni  bîm«elf,  were  coiutont  aourcea  of 
■lortiíication.  It  was  with  the  rigilant  ejre  of  jealousy.  and 
witb  a  fretful  spirit.  tbnt  bc  H'atcbe<I  tbe  proceedings  of  the 
king ;  and  particularlj  bis  courteous  conduct  tourard  sir  WiUiam 
Ilerbert;  whoae  ara'"  and  heir,  William,  was  married  to  tbe 
queen'a  nster,  and  received  the  order  of  knigbtbood,  on  tbe 
aame  dajr  tbat  the  lordsbip  of  Dunster  was  bestowed  upon 
Herbert  bimtelf. 
1468.  In  the  year  1468,  a  bearern  of  letters  from  queen  Margaret 
to  Harddlecb  Castle  was  taken  up  in  Wales ;  and  sent  by  Her- 
bert's  orders  to  London  to  tbe  king.  Herbert,  at  tbis  time, 
accused  sereral  of  disloyaltj  to  Edward  ;  and  among  otbers,  tbe 
carl  of  Warwick,  wbom  he,  grounding  bis  accusation  upon  wbat 
be  had  heard  from  France,  accused  of  intriguing  in  favour  of 
queen  Margaret's  cause.  Tbe  earl,  bowever,  after  submitting 
bimself  to  a  trial,  in  bis  castle  of  Myddleham,  was  acquitted. 

On  the  a^tb  of  June,  Jasper  Tudoro  landed  with  three 
French  sbips,  near  Harddlecb.  He  was  accompanied  with 
fifty  persons.  In  his  prc^ess  through  North  Wales  tbere 
ilocked  to  bis  standard  2,000  men  ;  be  marcbed  to  tbe  town  of 
Denbigh,  wbicb  bc  ransacked  and  put  to  tlie  Hamcs.  Upon 
hcaring  of  his  pruceedings  Williani  Herbert,  witb  bis  brother 
Ricbard,  hastened  against  bim  at  tbe  bead  of  an  army  of 
1 0,000  men.  Jasper  was  attacked  hy  sir  Ricbard  P,  and  bis  army 
routed  ;  several  were  takcn  prisoners,  of  wbom  twcnty  were 
behwded ;  but  Jasper  bimself  cscaped  by  fligbt.  After  the 
Tictory,  WiUiam  Herbert  laid  si^  to  tbe  castle  of  Harddlech, 
which  held  out  till  tbe  i^th  of  August.  when  it  was  surrendered 
by  iu  gallant  defendcr  David  ab  Icuan  ab  Einon  1.

Ilarddlech  Castle  was  the  hist  place  that  surrendered  to  kìng 
Edu-ard  ;  and  as  a  reward  for  the  takìng  of  it  sir  WiUiam  was, 
on  the  37th  of  Äíay,  A.  D.  1469,  created  earl  of  Pembroke  ;  of 
which  dignity  Jasper  Tudor  was  now  deprired. 

The  earl  of  Warwick,  who  had  been  privately  fomenting 
diflcontent,  wlien  he  had  gained  to  his  side  his  brothers  the 
marquis  of  Montague  and  the  archbishop  of  York,  and  also 
Edward's  brother,  George  duke  of  Clarence",  departed  for 
Calais*;  where,  in  the  month  of  July,  in  order  to  secure  the '469- 
friendship  of  the  duke,  he  gave  him  his  eldest  daughter  Isabella 
in  marriage. 

Shortly  after  Warwick's  departure,  an  insurrection  taose  in 
the  north  ;  the  origin  of  which  was  a  dispute,  it  is  said,  about

IV.  eertain  rigbts,  reportad  to  be  inretted  in  tbe  goremors  of  th« 
bospital  of  St.  Leonard,  near  Yorlc,  which  the  country  pooplB 
rniMed.  But  there  is  reaaon  to  bcliere  that  the  people  were 
iaatigeted  to  thia  act,  bj  fríends  of  Clarence'  and  WarwicU,  ae- 
oordiiig  to  a  preoonoerted  plan .  An  attaclt  waa  made  by  the  rebela 
on  the  city  of  York,  which  was  repnlsed,  and  the  ringleader, 
Robert  Hoideme,  taken  and  beheaded.  In  despitc  of  tbis,  how- 
mrer,  they  continued  in  arms ;  and  being  soon  headed  by  men 
of  greater  distinction,  sir  Henry  NeriUe,  son  of  lord  Latimer, 
and  sir  John  Coniers,  they  adranoed  southward,  aod  began  to 
appear  formidable  to  goremment. 
TIm  batÜB  William  Herbert.  now  earl  of  Pembroke,  was  ordered  by  Ed- 
Jiẃruóa*  "^^  to  march  against  them  at  the  head  of  a  body  of  Welshmen. 
Wlien  he  arrírcd  at  Banbur}-,  he  wa«  joined  by  upwards  0^5,000 
«rdiers,  under  the  command  of  Humphrey,  lord  Staffbrd,  lately 
ereated  earl  of  Devonshire*;  but  the  two  chiefa  quarrelling 
about  lodgings,  lord  Stafford  deserted  in  thc  night.  The  two 
armies  met  at  Danesmore,  about  four  miles  from  Banbury.  Be- 
fore,  however,  a  general  battle  had  taken  place,  Pembroke,  in  a 
skirmish,  succeeded  in  taking  sir  Henry  Neville  a  prisoner,  and 
ordered  him  imniediately  to  be  put  to  death.  Tbis  summary 
execution  enraged  the  rebels:  a  fiercely  contested  battle<  ea- 
•ued,  in  which  the  WeUhmen  were  vanquÌ8hed,  leaving  about 
5,000  dead  on  the  field.  Pembrokc.  his  brother  sir  Richard  Her. 
bert,  Thomas  Yaughan,  John  Donne  of  Kidwelly,  with  severa] 
other  eminent  persons,  were  taken  prísoners  and  beheaded. 

After  this  battle  the  northern  troop  marched  towards  tlie 
town  of  Warwick  to  join  the  earl,  who  had  arríved  there  from 
Calais.  The  duke  of  Clarence  also,  who  was  not  far  distant, 
hastened  at  the  eipress  request  of  the  earl  to  the  plaoe  of  ren. 
dezvous.  Edward,  who  was  in  pursuit,  advanccd  at  the  head 
of  his  army  ;  whcn  both  armies  met,  a  parley  ensued.  The 
king,  wlio  was  at  Woolncy,  about  four  miles  from  the  town  of 
Warwick,  expecting  a  reconciliation  would  be  the  result,  appre- 
Erfwarl  bended  no  danger  to  his  person,  until  he  was  surprísed,  taken 
fgifgf^  prisoner,  and  convcye<l  to  ihe  castlc  at  War>rick.  Thenoe

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custody  of  the  earl's  brother,  thc  archbishop  of  York.     He  had  Edw.  IV. 

not  been  there  long,  before,  by  the  assistance  of  sir  William      *^ 

Stanley,  8Ìr  Thomos  Borough,  and  others,  he  elfected  his  escape,  ilMetcape. 

and  made  his  way  to  York,  where  he  waa  well  received  by  the 

citisens.     After  remaining  in  this  city  two  days,  during  which 

time  he  mustered  a  small  army  to  accompany  him  on  his  journey, 

he  proceeded  towards  London  ;  but  afterwards  fearing  lest  with 

so  small  a  troop,  he  should  be  unable  to  make  his  way  there 

without  huzard  to  his  person,  he  returned  to  Lancuster.     Here 

he  found  the  lord    Huätings  his  chumberluin  ut  the  head  of  a 

body  of  troops  ready  to  ossist  him ;  and  thus  reinforced  he  re- 

traced  his  steps  towards  London,  where  hc  arrived  in  safety. 

The  intelligence  of  his  urrival  in  the  capital  greutly  perplexed 

Clarence  and  Warwick  ;  to  whom,  after  consulting  with  their 

friends,  it  appeared  advisable  to  send  to  the  king,  requesting  Kdwaitl'« 

bim,  with  the  sufety  of  their  persons,  to  grant  them  an  uu->nterview 

dience,   with  the   view  of  expluining  themselves,  und  settling  ^^,,^^.  ^,,^ 

their  differences  amicably.      This  was  granted  :    they  met  at  Wan*ick. 

Westminster ;  the  meetîng  proved  any  thing  but  satisfactory  ; 

they  separated ;  the  king  went  to  Canterbury  ;   the  duke  und 

the  earl  retired  to  Warwick  Costle.     This  interview  wus  shortly 

afterwards  foUowed  by  an  insurrectìon  in  Lincolnshire,  headed 

by  sir  Robert  Welles,  son  to  the  lord  of  that  nanie.

Und.  and  tbere  placed  himaeif  ander  the  protection  of  the  dulce 
of  Burgundy*.  CUrenoeand  Warwiclc  findingthat  Edwardhad 
made  hit  eacape,  marched  to  London,  releaaed  Henry  frum  the 
Hawy  VI.  Tower.  and  in  the  month  of  October  had  him  again  proclaimed 
'^'^^'^  Iting.  A  parliament  being  aHsembled  in  November,  Edward 
waa  declared  an  usurjter,  ond  hc>  mul  Lin  adhcrents  were  at- 
tainted. 

Jaâper  Tudor ',  who  was  now  restorcd  tu  his  titles,  lost  no 
time  in  risiting  his  countjr  of  Pembroke,  where  he  found  hia 
nephew  Henry,  son  of  Edmund  earl  of  Richmond,  ín  the  CU8> 
todjr  of  lady  Herbert,  wife  to  the  late  William  Herbert,  earl  of 
Pembrolce.  Henry  found  in  her  a  kind  and  careful  guardian  ; 
one  who  watched  over  his  education  and  the  improvements  of 
his  mind.  Jasper,  taking  Henry  along  with  hitn,  retumed  to 
*  Londun  and  introduced  him  at  court. 

Edward  re>  Edward,  in  coniiequence  of  the  aid  he  received  frum  his  bro- 
l^^l^'^  ther-in-Iaw  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  and  relyingon  the  promises 
Ì471.  of  assistance  by  his  friendí  in  Englond,  landed  on  the  i^th  of 

March  the  fullowing  year,  at  Ravenspur  in  Yor^shire.  Among 
thoae  who  went  to  meet  Edward  on  his  arrival,  we  find,  accord. 
ing  to  Gutto  'r  Olyn.^,  the  brave  Hynaston',  of  Hordley,  one 
of  whoae  deaoeadanta  has  thus  rendered  the  words  of  the  bard  : 

— —  Thb  dread  hero  nui  with  huie

Lewis  Glyn  Cothi*  records  another  warríor,  LlywelTn  ab 
Rioe  ab  John  of  New  Radnor,  who  also,  with  his  men,  hasfeened 
to  neet  Edward  after  his  landing.  Froni  the  same  poem  we 
leam  that  he  was  also  present  at  the  battles  of  Bamet  and

Edward,  after  his  landing,  proceeded  unmolested  towards 
York,  wbere  after  a  long  parlejr  he  wras  receìved ;  and  thence 
he  went  to  Doncaster  <^ :  in  his  way  thítber,  be  bad  some  accea- 
aion  to  hÌ8  army.  From  Doncaster  he  marched  to  Nottingham, 
where  he  wait  joined  by  sir  WiUiam  Parr  and  sir  James  Har< 
rington,  at  tbe  head  of  600  men.  His  next  place  was  Leicester, 
where  3.000  more  rallied  around  his  standard.  On  the  igth  of 
March  he  appeared  before  Coventry  ;  in  which  town  the  earl  of 
Warwiclt,  with  an  army  of  between  8Ìx  and  seven  tbousand  men, 
WM  qaartered.  Edward,  after  8everal  fruitless  attempts  to  draw 
the  earl  out  of  tbe  to^^oi  into  tbe  open  field,  >vitbdrew  bimself 
to  tbe  town  of  Warwick.  At  this  time  the  duke  of  CUu'ence 
abandoned  tbe  earl  of  Warwick,  and  going  over  to  bis  brotber, 
brougbt  to  bis  aid  an  army  amounting  to  more  tban  4,000  men. 

The  earl  of  Warwich,  stiU  refusing  to  risk  an  engagement, 
Edward,  by  tbe  advice  of  bis  friends,  marcbed  tbrougb  North- 
ampton,  where  he  was  well  received,  towards  London.  Tbe 
gatea  of  the  city  being  tbrown  open  to  bim,  he  went  first  to 
St.  Paul's,  and  tben  to  the  bisbop's  palace,  where  the  arcbbisbop 
presented  himself  to  tbe  king,  and,  togetber  with  bimself,  the 
unfortunate  Henry,  who  again  fell  into  Edward's  bands. 

The  earl  of  Warwick,  trusting  to  tbe  fidelity  of  bis  brother 

the  archbishop  and  the  citizens  of  London,  advanced  towards 

the  city  ;  but  unexpectedly,  on  Ea8ter-eve,  be  was  met  by  Ed- 

ward  and  bis  army,  at  Bamet  <*.     Tbe  foUowing  moming,  the  Battle  aí 

I4th  of  April,  a  battle  was  foaght.    After  a  long  and  bard  oon-  ^*?^  ., 

te«t,  yictory  at  last  declared  herself  on  Edward's  side.     Among  ,^.,.

Edmund  duke  of  Somerset,  Tbomas  Courtney  earl  of  Devon- 

shire,  Jasper  Tudor  earl  of  Perabrube,  John  lord  Wenloch,  and 

otbers,  preaented  tbemaelres  to  her,  and  consulting  what  steps 

sbonld  be  taken  in  tbe  present  crisis,  tbey  came  to  tlie  resolu- 

tíon  of  ttiU  prosecuting  the  war  against  Edward.     Tbey  then 

separated  :  tbe  earl  of  Pemhroke  went  to  Wales  to  his  earldom 

to  collect   and  rally  bis  adherents :    tbe  queen   went    to  tbe 

southern  counties  of  England  ,-  and  having,  with  the  assistance  of 

her  M>n   the  prince,  and  the  other  noblemen,  collected  a  con- 

dderable  addition  to  her  force,  sbe  marcbed  to  Bath.  But  there 

receÌTÌng  intelligence  that  Edward  wan  adrancing  against  her, 

sbe  went  to  Bristol,  intending  from  tbence,  afler  baving  been 

joíned  by  tbe  earl  of  Pembrohe,  to  proceed  to  tbe  connties  of 

Thabattle  Lancaster  and  Chester.     She  had  not,  however,  gone  fartber 

búrr**!ih*'  *''""  Tewkesbury,  when  king  Ëdward  overtook  ber,  and  gBve 

Msf,  i47i.ber  hattle;  in  wbicb  the  queen  and  her  forces  werc  defeated.

I  PriaM  Edward  wm  onljr  eightMn  Taars  oT  i^  wliea  he  dicd  ;  and  wm 
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to  eacape  to  the  town,  was  taken  and  murdered ;  the  duke  of  Edw.  IV. 

DeTonahire  fell  in  the  field ;   but  the  duke  of  Somerset,  with 

many  othen,   waa  made  prisoner   and  afterwards   behcaded. 

Tbe  qaeen  9  waa  oooTejed  into  London,  and  thrown  into  the 

Tower.  And  king  Henrjr,  on  the  s^rd  of  Maj,  only  a  few  dajrs  UenryVI/t 

after  the  battle,  eipired  in  this  confìnement.  aeath. 

The  earl  of  Pembroke,  who  was  lerying  forces  in  Wales, 
dìsbanded  his  armj  when  he  received  the  intelligence  of  the 
battle  of  Tewkesbur}' ;  and  fled  into  Bríttany  with  his  nephew, 
the  young  earl  of  Ricbmond^. 

Duríng  Edward's  temporary  absence,  the  bastard  of  Faucon.  May,  1471. 
berg  coUected  a  large  army,  with  which  he  attempted  to  sur- 
príse  London  ;  where  being  repulsed,  he  retired,  and  on  the 
king'8  adrancing  towards  him  he  submitted,  when  he  was  not 
aoly  pardoned,  but  knighted  >.  He  \vaa,  however,  shortly  after- 
wards  beheaded. 

Edward  was  now  firmly  seated  on  his  throne ;  yet  for  all 
tliat,  and  although  all  the  hopes  of  the  house  of  Lancaster 
seemed  to  be  utterly  estinguished,  he  could  not  help  entertain. 
ing  some  inward  apprehensions  for  the  final  safety  of  the  house 
of  York,  as  long  as  Henry,  earl  of  Richmond,  was  alive.  He 
therefore,  in  1476,  endeavoured  to  have  him  delivered  up  to 
him  ;  but  in  this  his  purpose  he  failed. 

We  wiU  now  draw  towards  the  close  of  Edward's  reign. 
Among  the  last  of  his  public  acts  was  to  send,  in  1483,  his 
brother  Richard,  duke  of  Gloucester,  at  the  head  of  an  army 
into  Scotland,  to  oblige  the  Scotch  to  accept  of  peace,  and  also 
to  deliver  up  Berwick  Castle.  This  expedition  succeeded 
aecording  to  the  king'8  wishes.  He  also,  this  year,  intendedEd^- IV- 
niaking  war  on  France ;  but  before  his  plans  were  quite  j^**riU%, 
matured  he  died,  on  the  çth  day  of  April,  leaving  two  sons, 

borM  without  any  funenl  pomp  in  the  diurch  of  the  Bladc  Frían,  in  Tewkc»- 
bory.  Historiana  differ  aa  to  the  mode  in  which  he  was  put  to  death,  but 
■wwi^lng  to  **  3Iaatar  Fly^twoda  boàe,  Raoordar  of  London,**  it  was  aa  fol- 
lowst  **  Edward,  ealled  Prinoe,  waa  taàan,  fleinge  to  the  lowne  ward%  and 
ahyiie,  in  the  Belde."

Wbrn  tbe  Idiig  died«  hia  aoa  Edward'  was  at  Ludlow  Cattle 
witb  hi«  uode  and  goremor,  the  earl  Rivert.  Tbe  queen  aent 
for  bim  to  Londoo,  where  he  had  been  proclaimed  king  bjr  the 
title  of  Edward  V.  But  be  did  not  long  enjoy  tbe  sorenrign 
digaity ;  for  bis  patemal  unde,  Ricbard,  duke  of  f?lmirmter, 
whow  auibition  wnu  only  exoeeded  by  bis  crudty  and  treacherjr, 
pnnming  tbat  hatred  wbicb  had  been  always  nianifested  towards 
the  qiieen  and  ber  rebtiyes,  fírst  deprived  the  young  king  of  the 
protcction  of  bis  matemol  uncle,  the  earl  Kivers ;  whom,  together 
wìtb  lord  Ricbard  Grey  and  sir  Thomas  Vaugban>^,  be  canaed 
to  be  arreated,  and  »hortIy  afterwards  to  bc  beheaded  at  Ptmẃet 
Cwtle.  He  then  paved  the  way  for  dispatching  the  young  Idi^ 
and  bis  brotber ;  and  cventually  succeeded  in  sacrifìcing  then 
to  bis  ambition  by  an  obscure  and  unnatural  assassinatìon.  Thia 
drcamstance  is  reoorded  in  a  Welsh  poem,  written  by  a  bard  * 
wbo  lived  at  tbe  time;  and  tbe  following  is  a  translation,  by 
tbe  rigbt  bonourable  Mr.  Justice  Bosan^uct,  of  that  portion  of 
the  poem  to  wbicb  we  allude :

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of  his  brief  reign,  being  well  known,  we  wiU  therefore  only  Rich.  III. 
notice  such  incidents  as  brought  his  overthrow  and  death. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  two  days  before  he  was  crowned,  Richard  Crown«d 
held  his  court  in  the  Tower  of  London.  Oq  this  occasion  se-  ,  8^,"^' 
Teral  new  earls  were  created,  and  sereral  also  received  theorder 
of  knighthood.  But  John  Morton  bishop  of  Ely,  the  most  adroit 
statesnian  in  the  country,  and  who  had  been  a  great  favourite 
with  king  Ëdward,  was  on  the  same  day  delivered  up  to  Henry 
Statford,  duke  of  Buckingham,  to  be  kept  in  ward.  The  duke 
sent  him  to  his  manor  of  Brecknock,  in  Wales.  However,  it 
was  not  long  after  the  coronation  before  the  duke  himself,  who 
had  been  chieây  instrumental  in  placing  Richard  on  the  throne, 
thought  it  expedient  to  quit  the  court.  Among  his  other  reasons 
for  adopting  this  measure  was  Richard's  uncourteous  conduct 
towards  him,  especially  in  his  not  rewarding  him  for  his  services 
as  he  had  promised  he  would  on  his  receiving  the  crown.  The 
duke  on  learing  the  court  returned  to  his  castle  of  Brecknock, 
where  the  bishop  was  stiU  in  custody ;  and  here  it  was  that 
he  conceived  the  project  of  deposing  Richard,  and  placing 
Henry,  earl  of  Richmond,  on  the  throne.  He  opened  his  mind 
gradiiaUy  to  thc  bishop,  whom  he  knew  to  favour  the  house  of 
Lancaster.  The  bishop  at  first  besitated  to  give  his  opinion  on 
the  subject,  fearing  lest  the  duke  intended  to  betray  him  to  the 
king ;  but  when  he  was  assured  that  thc  duke  had  no  such  in- 
tention,  and  that  he  was  indeed  intent  upon  putting  his  plan 
into  execution,  he  no  longer  concealed  his  real  sentiments  which 
happened  to  be  in  unison  with  thotie  of  Buckingham.  The  first 
step  taken,  after  this,  was  that  of  the  duke  sending  for  his  tríed 
fríend  and  confident,  Reginald  Bray,  who  was  then  in  Lan- 
cashire,  in  the  service  of  the  countess  and  lord  Thomas  Stanley". 
He  arrived  at  Brecknock  ;  and,  after  a  consultation,  it  WM 
agrecd  that  he  ahould  return  and  communicate  to  the  countettf 
the  message  entrusted  to  him ;  who,  upon  hearing  what  was  in 
agitation,  and  that  moreover  it  was  intended,  in  the  event  of  suc- 
ce»8,  that  the  earl  of  Richmond  should  marry  Elizabeth,  Ëd- 
ward  IV.'s  daughter.  immediately  avowed  her  approTal  of  the 
duke's  dcsign.  After  Bray's  departure,  thc  bÌHhop,  to  the  great 
mortification  of  the  duke,  efiTected  his  Ci»cape;    and  going  to

The  domiger  eoontCM  of  Ricbmond,  after  sbe  bed  receired 
ÚM  ÌBteUigence,  aa  abore  related,  ftom  Brajr,  aent  ber  phjsieien, 
Dr.  Lewis,  a  Welsbman,  to  tbe  qaMn  Elisabetb,  who  was  then 
ia  Mmctnary  at  Westminater.  He  was  fixed  upon.  becaoae  he 
was  not  onljr  trostworthT,  but  waa  ■]«>  pocMMed  of  snperíor 
talents ;  and  beaidea,  in  bis  chanwter  ••  phjaioian.  he  was  leas 
UaUe  to  snspidon.  He  went  accordingljr,  and  acqnainted  tbe 
qneen  witb  tbe  intended  project ;  whicb  was  to  depoee  Ricbard, 
and  to  malce  tbe  earl  of  Uichmond  king  in  his  room,  prorided 
sbe  wonld  eoaaent  that  he,  upon  bis  aeocaatoa,  dioold  be  nnited 
in  marriage  to  her  dangbter  the  princesa  Elisabetb ;  or  in  caae 
of  Elisabeth'a  death,  to  her  sister  Cicily.  Tbe  qneen  haring 
aignified  hcr  approbation,  Dr.  Lewis  then  wnited  on  tbe  duchtea 
of  Ridunond,  who  was  not  only  pleased  with  the  reanlt,  bot 
alao  aent  a  spedal  messenger,  Hugh  Conway.  into  Brittany,  to 
inform  her  son  of  wbat  waa  going  on  in  England.  At  the  aame 
time,  to  insure  safety,  Thomas  Ram  was  dispatched  by  Richard 
Guilford  upon  the  same  errand.  Upon  their  arrival  they  bad 
an  audience  with  the  earl,  who  acquaintcd  the  duke  of  Brittni^ 
\nth  the  purport  of  their  coming.  The  duke  rejoiced  at  bMHV 
ing  the  intelligence,  especiaUy  as  he  had  a  Uttle  prcTÌously  re> 
fused  to  acquiesce  in  king  Richard'a  aoUdtations  to  baTe  th« 
CMÍ  delivered  up  to  him.  The  meaMngers  retumed  with  an 
aaaorance  from  Richmond  of  his  hearty  concurrenco  in  the  pro- 
caedings  of  his  friends  in  England,  and  of  hia  readineaa  to  land 
■■M^pt  thMD  aa  aoon  as  thcy  thought  it  proper  and  prudal 
for  him  to  undertake  tbe  enterpríae. 

At  the  time  that  tlie  duke  of  Buckingham  waa  coacoctiag 
hia  rerolutionary  measnrea,  bo  and  air  Rioe  ab  Thooiaa  w«re  at 
%ariance  one  with  the  other ;  for  hetween  the  fiunily  of  air  RÌea 
and  that  of  thc  dukc  there  alwaya  had  exiated  primte  feoáa» 
aad  the  Bioat  iniplacable  hatred ;  and  they  ooatinnaUy  laade 
piedatory  incnrsiona  into  eacfa  other's  terrítoriea.  la  oee  of 
his  poems  "  our  hard  giveB  aa  aoeoant  of  one  of  thoae  inraada,

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in  whicb  he  descríbe*  the  duke  as  adrancing  to  attack  Aber-  Ridi.  II f. 
marlais  P,  and  how  he  was  oompelled,  through  the  valour  of  ur 
Rice  and  his  brethren,  tu  retreat.  To  gain  over  a  man  lo 
powerful  aud  wealthy  as  sir  Rioe  was,  must  have  been  of  the 
utmost  consequence ;  for  without  hia  concurrence  it  would  have 
been  in  vain  for  the  earl  of  Richmond  to  attempt  a  landing  at 
Milford  IIuven,  as  had  been  fixed  by  the  conspirators.  It  was 
therefore  deemed  necessary,  in  the  first  place,  to  devÌ8e  meana 
of  reconciling  these  parties;  but  how  this  was  to  be  effected  was 
the  queHtion  ;  for  only  a  few  days  before,  sir  Rice<ii  had  sent  the 
duke  a  challenge  to  a  deadly  combat.  stating,  that  if  he  would 
not  meet  him  at  Caermartben  he  might  expect  to  see  him  be- 
fore  hÌ8  castle  at  Brecknock.  However,  just  as  sir  Rice  was 
putting  on  his  armour,  making  himself  ready  to  carry  his  threst 
iuto  execution,  Dr.  Lewis,  who  had  been  sent  by  the  countess 
of  Richmond,  and  who  had  becn  not  only  successful  in  his 
former  missions,  but  also  had  been  a  tutor  to  sir  Rice,  u-aited  upon 
him,  and  prevailed  with  him,  after  much  per8uasive  eloquence, 
to  acoept  the  duke'8  fríendship.  Dr.  Lewis  then  hastened  to 
Brecknock,  and  there  also  he  was  successful  in  gaining  over  the 
duke  to  be  on  friendly  terms  with  sir  Rice :  so  that  they  both 
in  a  sbort  time  afterwards  met  by  appointment  at  Trecastle ', 
where  they  buried  their  auimosities  in  obIivion.  In  his  inter- 
view  with  sir  Rice,  Dr.  Lewis,  it  is  stated.  did  not  acquaint 
him  of  the  exÌ8tence  of  an  organised  party  to  bríng  over  the 
duke  of  Richmond,  thinking  it  best  to  Ieave  that  part  of  the 
business  in  the  hands  of  their  mutual  friend,  Alorgan  of  Kid- 
welly,  who  was,  when  a  fit  opportunity  offered  itself,  to  disclose 
to  8Ìr  Rice  the  whole  aífair ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  call  to 
his  mind  Richard'8  tyranny,  as  well  as  the  wickednes8  of  his 
unjust  u»urpation  ;  and  then  state  what  great  good  to  the  king. 
dom  migbt  be  expected  from  the  union  of  the  houses  of  York 
and  Lancaster,  by  the  marríage  of  Richmond  with  the  prínoess 
Elisabeth ;  and  Luttly,  to  point  out  to  him  what  glory,  among 
other  things,  that  would  redound  to  himself  and  his  posteríty 
firom  assisting  in  bringing  about  so  desirable  a  consummation. 

Sir  Rice  did  not  join  the  dissffected  party  until  after  he  had 
been  waited  upon  by  commissioners  sent  by  thc  king,  to  demand

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itkb.ni.  of  him  an  cMth  of  allegùuioe;  ftnd,  at  tbe  same  time,  to  deliver 
up  hia  only  son,  Oríffith  Rice,  ••  an  luMtage  and  pledge  of 
fidtflity.  ìle  toolc  the  oath ;  but  «Tote*  to  the  king  excusing 
himself  from  delivering  up  the  chíld  on  account  of  hîs  tender 
age,  he  being  then  about  five  years  old.  Sir  Rice  waa  greatly 
nettled  os  well  a«  mortified  at  these  prooeedings,  especially  at 
the  thought  that  the  king  should  suspect  him  of  disloyalty  to 
his  person.  And  finding  ulso  thut  otheni  were  senred  în  a 
BÌmiIar  manner,  he  was  greatly  gríeved  at  thc  king'8  proceedings, 
which  he  deemed  to  be  highly  dangerous  to  the  interesta  of  the 
crown.  From  this  time  KÌr  Rice  began  to  grow  disoontented  ; 
which  Morgan  of  Hidwelly  perceiving,  he  tliought  it  a  fair  op> 
portunity  of  opening  his  mind  to  him.  And  as  he  had  already 
gained  over  to  his  side  the  bishop  of  St.  David'8  and  the  abbot  of 
Talley,  he  got  them  also  to  8peak  to  him.  But  it  was  a  long 
ttme  before  they  could  induce  him  to  declare  himself  favourable 
to  Richmond's  cause,  especially  as  he  had  so  lately  renewed  his 
allegiance  to  the  king.  However,  the  bishop,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  abbot,  in  his  endea^ours  to  remove  the  scniples  he  had 
relative  to  the  viohition  of  his  oath,  did  not  finally  succeed  until 
sir  Rice  himself  ]>erceived  that  the  nation  at  large  was  disM- 
tisfied  with  the  govemment,  which  was  threatened  with  min 
from  all  quurters  of  the  kingdom. 

The  part  which  the  duke  of  Buckingham  took,  tbe  failure  of 
his  attempt,  and  hÌH  final  execution,  are  too  well  known  for  us 
here  to  enter  into  ^MirticuIars  concerning  him.  We  shall  there- 
fore  only  obsenre,  that  his  scheme  períshed  through  his  own 
precipituncy  in  going  against  Richard  witli  un  amiy  of  Welsh  ^, 
ill  provided  for,  and  consisting  entirely  of  the  lower  classes ;  ao 
that,  when  the  duke  waa  unexpectedly  detained  in  his  march  by 
the  sudden  overflow  of  the  ríver  Severn,  and  was  unable  to 
victual  his  army,  they  had  no  altcraative  but  to  retura  to  their 
htnnes.

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weakened.  He  therefore  summoned  a  mecting,  at  which  were  Rich.  III. 
present  tlie  bishop  of  St.  David'8.  the  ubbot  of  Talley,  Morgan 
of  Ridwelly,  and  the  follo^ving  experienced  soldicrs,  Arnold 
Butler,  Richard  Griffith,  and  sir  John  Alorgan.  At  thìs  meet- 
ing  it  was  that  sir  Rice  came  to  the  íinal  resolution  of  espousing 
Richmond's  cause ;  to  whom  then  he  wrote  a  letter,  which  was 
sent  by  Morgan  of  Kidwelly,  tendering  his  ser^ices.  It  was 
indeed  a  great  acquisition  to  the  earl  thus  to  gain  the  support 
of  sir  Rice,  who  was  not  only  a  veteran  in  the  feats  of  arms, 
but  also  a  person  of  great  wealth,  and  of  unbounded  influence 
in  the  country.  In  this  description  of  him  we  are  more  than 
bome  out  by  the  bard,  who  said  :

Immediately  upon  its  being  made  known  what  had  expired  at 
the  meeting,  sir  Rice  was  joined  by  sir  Thomas  Perrot,  of 
Haroldston,  near  Haverfordwe8t ;  sir  John  Wogan,  of  Wiston 
Castle,  Pembrokeshire  ;  and  John  Savage  ;  and  also  by  several 
gentlemen  from  North  Wales,  especially  the  Salisburys,  under 
the  command  of  sir  Robert  Salisbury,  who  had  been  his  íriend 
in  the  French  wars.  These  Salisburys  were  so  firmly  united  to 
Rice  and  his  family,  that  the  espression  "  Salsbriod  y  Brain^," 
or  the  Ra^ens'  friends,  liecame  proverbial. 

When  Richard  was  informed  of  the  state  the  country  was  in,  1484. 
he  issued  a  proclamation  ^,  dated  s^rd  of  June,  in  which  he 
addresses  his  subjccts  in  the  most  artful  manner,  with  the  view 
to  inflame  the  minds,  not  only  of  the  multìtude,  but  of  the 
peers,  bishops,  dignitaries,  and  great  men,  and  to  induce  them 
to  reaist,  with  all  their  power,  the  attempts  of  the  earl  of  Rich-

TIm  earl  of  Richmond,  in  the  nieanwhile,  knowing  wbat 
prcparatiuna  werc  gaing  on  for  his  reception,  greatly  exerted 
himaelf,  and  \%Tote  letters  to  several  of  his  friends,  tmaag 
otben,  to  John  ab  Meredith',  sir  Owen  Tudor's  cousin,  urging 
bim  to  a  faithful  and  sealous  actirity  in  his  cause.  Tbe  berds 
alao  einployed  their  talenta  in  disseminating  prophecies  tmatag 
their  oountrjmen,  wbich  foretold  that  one  of  their  race  would 
•hortly  emancipate  thein  from  the  English  yoke.  But  among 
tbe  most  influentìal  and  active  was  Dnwjàá  Llwyd  ab  Llywelyn 
ab  GrufyddT  of  Mathavam,  who  greatly  contributcd,  nolen  bj 
his  wealth  than  by  his  poetry,  to  Richmond's  success.  Lewis 
Glyn  Cothi*  foUowed  in  his  train,  and  we  have  accordingly  in 
the  Yolume  before  us  specimens  of  his  art  in  the  enigmatic 
poetry.  Sir  Rice  ab  Thomas  had  also  his  bord*,  who,  wben 
be  WM  oonsulted  by  him,  said : 

FuU  weU  I  wend, 

Thstiii  theeod 

Richmood,  •prung  froiD  Brítish  raoe, 

Fram  oat  thU  Und  the  boar  ■hsll  duu». 

Thus  we  see  that  when  it  was  currently  rumoured  that 
Richmond  would  surely  land.  and  as  his  party  was  daily 
increasing,  the  poeta  b^ui  to  speak  their  minds  more  openly. 
Lewis  Glyn  Cothi'*,  addressing  himself  to  Jasper  Tudor,  thus 
dcacribes  the  tiptoe  and  impatient  expectation  that  in  Wales 
esisted  of  his  Unding :

But  Richmond,  after  all,  did  not  keep  his  countrymen  in  too  Earì  of 

long  a  suspense  ;  for  he  landed  on  Saturday  the  6th  of  August,  R«*™<*»^ 

amid  their  shouts  and  acclamations  at  Milford  Haren,  where  he  Milford 

waa  met  by  sir  Rice  ab  Thomas  at  the  head  of  a  well-disci- '^*^*""

plìned  army.     After  that,  by  mutual  arrangements,  the  earl 

marched  to  Cardigan,  where  he  was  met<^  by  Richard  Griffith, 

and  sir  John  Morgan  with  their  followers ;    from  thence  he 

prooeeded  to  North  Wales,  ínaldng  his  way  to  Shrewsbury,  the 

pUice  of  rendezvuus,  and  sir  Rice  by  the  way  of  Caermarthen 

and  Brecknock.     Their  armies  increasing  as  they  weut  along, 

they  had  mustered  strong  by  the  time  they  reached  Shrews- 

bury.  where  the  earl  was  received  by  the  inhabitants  with  every 

demonstration  of  joy.     From  Shrewsbury  he  went  to  Newport, 

where  he  was  joined  by  sir  George  Talbot^,  at  the  head  nf 

3,000  men ;  from  thence  he  went  to  Stafford.  in  the  neighbour- 

hood  of  which  place  sir  W.  Stanley^,  chamberlaiii  of  North 

Wales,  brother  to  Thomas  lord  Stanley,  was  in  readiness  to  join 

him,  at  the  head  of  3,000  Welshmen  ;  and  having  held  a  con. 

sultation  with  him,  he  then  proceeded  to  Lichíìeld ;  and  thence 

to  Adderstone,  where  he  had  an  intenriew  also  with  Tbomas 

lord  Stanley,  his  father-in-law. 

Richard  was  at  Nottingham  when  the  intelligence  reached 

him  of  Richmond's  landing.     The  news  of  which  he  did  not 

receive  until  after  the  earl's  arrival  at  Shrewsbury ' ;  and  when 

the  fact  was  told  him,  he  did  not  r^ard  it  a  matter  of  that 

great  importance  which  it  soon  becanie.    The  probability  is,  that 

he  did  not  at  first  receive  a  full  and  faithful  report  of  the  extent 

of  tbe  earl's  army ;  for  if  he  had,  he  would,  as  a  valiant  prince.

His  relianoe  on  the  fidelity 

of  sir  Rice  ab  Thomas,  and  others  of  his  powerful  subjects  in 

South  Walet,  might  have,  in  sonic  measure,  contributed  to  his 

twwìTÌffg  securitj ;  for  it  was  not  until  he  heard  that  sir  Rice 

had  joined  Richmond,  that  he  became  ■enaible  of  the  danger 

tbat  threatened  him.     He  thcn  made  erery  poMÌble  haate  and 

preparation  for  a  battle ;  and  having  collected  a  powerful  army.

fighting.     Richard  seeiog  himself  betrayed,  and  that  all  the 

Welsh  had  revoIted  from  him,  aslced  for  a  goblet  of  wine ;  then 

calling  to  him  Rhys  Yychan*'.  one  of  his  8quires,  dranlc  unto 

him  in  these  words :    "  Here,  Vychan.  I  wiU  drink  to  thee,  the 

truest  Welshman  tliat  I  ever  found  in  Wales ;"    and  having 

dmnh  the  wine,  he  threw  the  goblet  over  his  head,  and  made 

Eisf  Ucb>  towards  hu  enemies,  where  he  was  immediately  slain.     Shortly

of  peeoe,  wìth  which  the  country,  too  long  harasaed  by  internal 

oommotions,   would   be   bleaaed.      Now   this    being   the  bst 

written  poem  in  thc  present  coUection  of  our  bard's  effusions, 

and  as  he  mahes  no  mention  of  the  insurrection  attempted  by 

the  duchees  of  Burgundy,  by  means  of  thc  pretender  Perhin 

Warbeck,   nor   yct  of  the  rebeUion    raised    in  CornwaU,  and 

headed  by  lord  Audeley,  it  appears  that  the  reader  has  been 

brought  to  the  fìnal  period  of  those  events,  to  which  aUusion  is 

made  in  thc  prescnt  volume ;  here,  therefore,  must  conclude 

the  narration  of  those  historícal  passages  with  which  it  has  been 

thought  proper  to  iUustrate  the  poems  of  Lbwis  Glyn  Cothi.

In  the  vear  1447, 
the  iiial.administration  of  um  fgnign 
oueen,  (Margaret  of  Anjou,)  the  car- 
dinal  of  Wincfaester.  De  U  Pole  dulte 
of  8uffalk,  &C.,  CMued  a  ünaeat  al 


disoontent  througliout  tbe  nation. 
The  conqiieat  of  Henry  V.  and  the 
regent  duke  of  Bedford  in  Franoe 
had  been  loat — the  "  gnnd"  duke 
Humphrey  of  Olouoester  murdered— 
and  the  ríght  heir  to  the  crown, 
Ricli&rd  diike  of  Vork,  recaOed  fram 
the  regency  of  Franoe,  to  make  room 
for  a  court  favouríte.  Richard  of 
York  himaelf  did  not  as  yK  stir,  but 
he  had  trusty  emiaaaríea  abroaid  in 
most  parts  of  the  realm.  Fram  aeTie. 
ral  panages  in  this  elegy,  and  in  an. 
other  l>y  a  contemporary  bard,  Da- 
rydd  Llwyd  of  Matharam,  eaq.,  it 
appears  rery  probable  that  sir  Onffith 
Yaughan  held  correapondence  witb 
some  discontented  YorÌtists.  This  be- 
ing  insinuated  to  the  queen  and  her 
omindl,  a  treasury  worrant  wm  sent 
to  Henry  íìrey,  lord  Puwj-s,  for  tbe 
apprehension  of  sir  Gríffith  ;  and  ac- 
cordingly,  under  some  pretenoe  or 
other,  the  knight  was  summoned  to 
appear  at  the  castle  of  Pool.  He  at 
fírst  demurred;  but  on  receiring  what 
he  considaned  a  "  tafe-cmuluet,"  he 
intended  to  oonfifont  his  aocnaen ; 
but  as  soon  h  he  arríred  at  the  court- 
yard  of  the  castle,  he  was  apprehend- 
ed,  and  beheaded  on  the  »pôt,  "  with- 
out  dther  judge  or  jnry.**
